‘with all members present, excepting 
Ald. Enman..- 

After the adoption of the minutes 
of last regular and special meetings, 
Mr. Johnson of the Great West Gas 


Distributors Limited, :addressed the 
‘Council, stating the company was 
anxious to locate a filling station in 
Wetaskiwin, and was of the opinion 
he could get a petition signed by a 
majority of ratepayers of the city, 


asking that they be allowed to start! 


‘business here near the Women’s In- 
stitute building. His Worship inform- 
ed him this was not “necessary, as 
the zoning by-law as at present con- 
iqtituted prevented (him starting in 
‘business on the location desired. <A 
discussion ensued but council took 
‘no action. 

Council then resolved itself into a 
‘Court of Revision. 

After the addition of sever#l 
names were made to the voters list 
the list as comniled for 1933 was 
confirmed. 

A letter from the Provincial Public 


Works Department was read respect- | 


ing work in Wetaskiwin as a relief 
measure. The denartment wanted an 
outline of the work proposed and the 
‘information would be sent to Ottawa 
for approval. The work would be 
Yinanced equally by the Federal fov- 
ernment, the provincial government 
and the Citv of Wetaskiwin. 

W. EB. Zinkan, C.E., wrote pointing 
‘out that the surveys. of the city 
should be observed shou!d the work 
of raising the levels of the streets be 
‘proceeded with. Filed. 

The public works committee was 
instructed to go into the matter of 
‘bettering the light at the corner of 
Pearce street west and the Edmonton 
Calgary highway. and report. 

The secretary of the ‘Commnanity 
Hospital reported on Wetaskiwin 
cases admitted to that institution. 

The Fire Chief's renort on the Arc- 
‘tic Oil company’s premises was re- 
ceived and filed. — 

Accounts to the amount of $502.19 
were passed for payment. 

The finance committee reported on 
the gas supply tothe ‘Driard: Hotel, 
_ and. a_.settlement was. agreed upon, 


“Mayor Toreson reported on the’ in- 


terview ‘with the Sports, Committee, 
respecting the fixing of the lights at 
‘the skating rink and other improve- 
ments, at an estimated cost -of $100 
was. discussed, and the expenditure 
was authorized. 

Ald. Grant submitted a very favor- 
able report on the pressure of gas 
now being shown at the well and no 
water has been pumped from. the 
well for seven weeks. Report adopt- 
ed. yh. 
Ald. Scott brought up: the matter 
of purchasing a : second-hand truck 
which was offered forsale to replace 
the cne now in use.atsthe ‘fire hall. 
A discussion ensued;~and it was the 
concensus of opinion that two trucks 
be used, one to convey the extinguish- 
ers and the other the hose. The mat- 
ter was referred to the fire and li- 
cense committee for report. 

Ald Scott gave notice of motion 
that at next meeting he would in- 
troduce an amendment to the by-law 
regulating the traffic, adding a clause 
governing the parking of trucks.

L. T. Miquelon, who returned # 
short time ago from a visit to his 


old home in Quebec, after an ab- 
sence of fifty years, also spoke, re- 
leting some of his experiences. It 


was a very unique experience to re 
turn after a lapse of fifty years, and 
his friends could, hardly believe that 
it was possible. The farmers of Que- 
bee live within their mecns and are 
very happy, although they  conduet. 
their farming operations very much 
the same as they did fifty years ago. 
Crops are still cut with the sevthe 
and cradle, and they only = grow 
enough wheat for their own use, and 
this is ground into flour as reauired 
They do not sell their grain, but feed 
it, but not much is grown. On most 
of the small farms they still have 
nerhaps three hundred mantle trees 
from which they sell sugar in season. 
Little coal is used as they burn woo. 
and some of the wond is also sold to 
the pulp mills. Unemployment is 
almost unknown in the country but is 


quite serious in the cities. The fae- 
tories were working with reduced 
staffs near Montreal. Mr Miqnelon 


referred to the Jarge acshestos quarry 
which he diseevered. end tank hams 
samples which were analyzed, but 
their real worth was not announced. 
This has heen the-souree nf sunnty 
fo the larvest asbestos nlant in the 
world. Mr. Miquelen also prencred 
a sketch of the St. Lawrence River 
shewing the location of the hig 
bridge, and related hew ahout forty 
men were killed when the first 
bridge was being constructed.

The reformer who would improve 
the farmer’s lot was almost certain 
to throw up his hands in despair af- 
ter really looking at the task in hand 
Professor Drummond said. 

The very nature of farming pre- 
vented curtailment of production to 
meet a falling market, he asserted. 
The farmer, in his bargaining con 
tracts, was usually in the position of 
the non-union laborer seeking work 
from en employer of many thousands 
of men, 

While prices might drop, he said, 
costs usually remained at the same 
old level. A correspondingly large 
portion of the income has tc go to 
the covering of fixed costs, while at 
the. same ttme falling prices stimu- 
lated the farmer to produce more in 
order to attempt to cover his costs. 

The profession of the farmer, Prof. 
Drummond held, was as dignified es 
was necessary. Much of the farm- 
ers’ troubles could be traced to the 
opinion held by many city dwellers 
that the man of the soil was not any 
too bright. 

“We must see to it that the stigma 
is removed and that the farmer him- 
self is equipped with a proper pride 
in his work.

DETECT CONCEALED GUN 


Crime has lost another bout with 


‘the research engineer. 


Joseph C. Hoover, inventor and de- 


- gigner of radio equipment, has per- 
‘fected a device which can detect the 


presence of a pistol in a man’s pock- 


-et as soon as he steps through the 


doorway. 

He has been working on his inven- 
tion for two years and a half. He has 
completed it and showed how it 
works. His chief interest in it has 
been its use in the detection of the 
bandit on the scene before he starts 
to operate. 

Simply explained, it is a patented 
doorway. It looks like every other 


-doorway, but wires are concealed 


around it. A man carrying a gun or 
an equivalent amount of metal on his 
person. stepping into the electrical 
field about the doorway, sets off sig- 
nals that can be varied as the situa- 
tion needs. 


Hoover claims an advantage in his 
invention over other devices depend- 
ing on a magnetic field. It can be 
adjusted to detect any amount of 
metal—from a small nail to a loeo- 
motive. It will also detect metals 
of different kinds instead of being 
confined to iron or steel.

THE TEETH AND FOUL BREATH 


(By Dr. William J. Scholes) 

Foul brezth, or more scientifically 
speaking, “galitosis,” lies near the 
top of the list of disagreeable symp- 
toms. It is less painful to the patient 
than to those near him. But it is 
doubtful if their physical discomfiture 
is equalled by the ecuthors mental mis- 
ery. 

The problem connected with eradi 
cation of a foul breath his to do prin- 
cipally with the siscovery of the 
cause. 

Care of the Teeth 

In setting oneself to the task of 
finding the cause a systematic plan 
must e follewed. The various pos- 
sible factors should be investigated, 
lone by one, until the quest has 
ended in discovery cf the underly- 
(ing cause. 
| In most cases the reason lies in 
{the teeth. It may be cavities. in 
; Which event the services cf a doen- 
'tist sheuld be secured without de- 
jlay, not cnly to do away with the 
| bad breath bet to save the teoth 
jitself. Or it may be a lack of 
iproper care of the teeth — insuffi- 
‘cient brushing, unsuitable tooth 
‘paste or powder, and mouth washes. 
| The jlittle cld tooth-pick has prac- 
| tically passed into oblivion with many 
j Other time-henored institutions. Nev- 
Jertheless it served a useful purpose 
leven if people didn't look their best 
,with their muicuth open, excavating 
‘their molars. At thet, I don’t think 
it looks any worse than a man with 
.a string a foot long htld taut between 
his outstretched arms trying to force 
the dental floss between his teeth.

‘only causes foul breath, it affords 
ja place for, germs to develop. A 


bad stomach generally goes with 
poor teeth and the lack of acid in

ily they are killed in the stomach. 

The teeth should be carefully 
‘brushed twice a day -- morning and 
,evening. The upper teeth should

Feeding of Beef Cattle 
It is expected that some 3,500 head 
of beef cattle will be fed this winter 
under the rancher-farmer contract 
system which is to be continued for 
its fourth year. under the Supervision 
of the provincial department of agri- 
culture. John Wilson, who has been 
supervising the feeding arrangements 
in the Lethbridge district, has been 
reengaged hb¥ the department for the 
work and his territory is being ex- 
tended to as far north as Red Deer. 
Mr. Wilson is now working in the 
territory between Didsbury and Red 
Deer. where it is expected a consider- 
able number of the cattle from the 
ranrhes will be fed this winter. 
Vegetables for Drou'ght Area 
Co-operative arrangements for thé 
supply of potatoes and other vege‘ 
tables this winter to families in the 


drought-stricken areas in the 


eastern part of the province, have 
been completed hetween the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the railways and 
the municipalities concerned. Sup- 
plies of potatoes are being secured 
by the department at Edmonton, load- 
ed on cars in bulk direct from the 
fields. These supplies are being 
transported entirely free of freight 
cost by the railways to the required 
points in the dry areas, from where 
they will be distributed through the 
municipal secretaries to families who 
come for them to the shipping points 
at the same rate at which they were 
secured by the department at Edmon 
ton. The entire arrangement is a co 
operative one made possible by the 
generosity of the railways and other 
agencies working with the  depart- 
ment ,and the department appeals for 
supplies to those farmers who are 
interested in disposing of surplus 
vegetables at a reasonable price di- 
rect from the fields. Some 30 car 
loads of vegetables have already 
been ‘arranged for and a numiber of 
these forwarded.
